Since  I  wroX/e  to  you  early  in  the  week, I  have  learned 
from  the  Department  of  State  at  Y'/ashington, that  it  is  regarded 
as  unwise  for  citizens  of  the  Uniued  States  uo  visit  any  of 
the  countries  now  at  war  without  passports .Naturalized  citizens 
are  especpially  warned  against  going  to  the  countries  of  their 
birth  1  I  am  a  naturalized  citizen  of  Canadian  biith. 

Moreover, on  account  of  the  misuse  of  /jnerisan  passports, uhe 
regulations  under  which  they  are  now  issued  are  so  exacting 
tnat  I  cannot  afford  the  time  to  obtain  one  for  the  sake  of 
being  b6  hours  on  Canadian  soil.  It  v/ould  necessitate  taking 
two  friends  to  the  county  seat  and  a  day  in  court^ 

Perhaps  your  bniversity  authorities  have  enough  influence  at 
Ottawa  to  obtain  me«a  safe-conduct  for  the  rourney  without 


trouble  shy  correspondency.  If  not, much  as  I  should  like  to 


preach  to  your  students,!  shall  have  to  ask  you  to  engage  some 
one  else  for  March  28th, and  let  me  come  at  some  time  after  the 
war  is  over, for  I  cannot  run  the  risk  of  any  detention-  that 
would  cause  a  prolonged  absence  from  my  duties  here. 

Please  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  your  Committee  at 
once, and  kindly  let  me  hear  from  you:
